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I don't believe that I've heard or read in this correspondence that our Board has established any policy to this effect If I've 
missed that, please point it out to me, since we are prohibited from actually establishing such a policy in that general of a 

nature without proceeding through the legislative or regulatory rulemaking process. I've read in this correspondence that a 

specific enforcement situation led to a decision, but that would be specific to that certain case of facts and not a policy 
established by the Board. I also read in this correspondence that it is suspected that we rarely, if ever, dealt with this topic 

in the past, but until the research can be conducted as previously explained by Ms. Criswell, we simply only know what has 

already been conveyed to you at this point.
